The Intimacy between them ſoon 
to be taken notice of by the Directors, and 
ſuch as uſed to be behind the Scenes; and it 
was not long before Ingenio's Paſſion for Fiala 
became the Topick of Converſation in all the 
Belle Afſemble's throughout the Town, Tale- 
Bearers are never wanting in Officiouſneſs: 
and ſome of Menarchus's Whiſperers ſoon en- 
tertained him with the diſagrecable News of 
Ingenios Amour, and particularly with the 

reat Intimacy between him and . zola. The 

ing ſlighted, naturally cauſes Jealouſy in a 
Lover; and Monarchus was ſurpriſed at his 
not being able to gain any Ground, by the 
remarkable Intimacy between his Agent and 
Miſtreſs, which gave him a violent Diſtruſt 
of Ingenio's Proceedings: but, in order to 
. COme 5

come at a thorough Knowledge of the Affair, 
he, unknown to Ingenio, intruſted Inanis 
with the Secret, whom he knew to bear the 
other no Good-Will. Inanis, fond of his 
new Commiſſion, did his utmoſt to carry 
the Point for Monarchus, in order to procure 
his Favour: though he could not manage 
the Matter with ſuch Secrecy, but what I- 
genio got hold of his Errand ; and, by ſome» 
means or other, the whole Town ſoon got 
ſcent of the Affair; occaſioned, as is gene- 
tally thought, by the blabbing of Inanis. 


I know not by what Accident it happened, 
but the firſt Promulgers of this News were 
in ſuch haſte to divulge it, that they did not 
take time enough to become acquainted with 
the Name of the Perſon that had engaged the 
Affection of Monarchus. It was ſufficient 
for them to employ their Talents, in being 
apprized that Monarchus was become ena- 
moured of a Lady upon the [7—/—7 Stage. 
This was no ſooner ſpread abroad, than ſome, 
Pho affected more Penetration than the reſt, 

Immediately conceived, that it was the cele- 
. brated Signora Caſſandra, that was become 
the new Favourite; and made no ſcruple of 
vouching in publick, what was only the Ef- 
fect of their own private Imaginations. Thus 
the Rumour was ſpread, and ſoon prevailed 
throughout the Town, except amongſt ſuch 
TM D 2 1 
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few, who were, by other Means, become 
better acquainted with the Secret, than not 
to diſtinguiſh the right Perſon concerned. 


This falſe Bruit was attended with ſome 
diverting Circumſtances, which afforded much 
Mirth to the Town ; whereby they not only 
diſcovered that their Credulity had been im- 
poſed on by the prevailing Report, but it alſo 
gave them a true Inſight into the Affair. The 
fine Voice of Caſſandra, and her other 
Charms, had long before deeply penetrated 
the Heart of my Lord Pyropus, who had 
formerly been, one of the Managers of thoſe 
Entertainments wherein this Lady was en- 
gaged; and therefore he was always indulged 
in the Liberty of being admitted behind the 
Scenes. Though my Lord was a Perſon of 
a very genteel Shape and Make, yet his Fea- 
tures were caſt in ſuch an ordinary Mould, 
and, withal, endued with ſuch a fiery In- 
flammation, as muſt needs, to any one's 
thinking beſides himſelf, have entirely diſ- 
couraged him from the Purſuit of any Amours, 
unleſs ſuch as were the moſt ſordid ; wherein 
he could obtain a Gratification for his Defires 
by pecuniary Motives. 


Though his L———p certainly very much 
reſembled the famous Knight of the ill- fa- 
voured Countenance, of whom you muſt 
have

have read in the Hiſtory of the celebrated 
Don Quixote; yet he was of ſuch an amo- 
rous Conſtitution, that, without conſidering 
the Diſadvantages of his Face, he never failed 
making his Addreſſes to whatever Objects 
pleaſed his Fancy: as he conceived, though 
they might withſtand the having any lacli- 
nation-for his Perſon, - yet few Women could 
reſiſt the Power of his Gold, by which he 
frequently obtained his Ends, | 


He reaped ſo much Benefit from his In- 
trigues, which were not a few, as to become 
perfectly ſenſible of the Levity, Vanity, and 
Avarice of the B. Females, and of their 
Indifference for his Perſon, that it induced 
him to make a D-—+ Lady the Partaker of 
his Bed ; whom he wedded more for her im- 
menſe Fortune, than any real Affection that 
he could have for her Perſon, or any Love 
that he expected ſhe could bear to his. The 
Batavian Ladies, as I before hinted, are ſel- 
dom the moſt agreeable Bedfellows ; and per- 
haps Pyropus, who had been uſed to be 
more briſkly entertained, in that Place, in 
the Courſe of his Amours, than what he 
found himſelf at preſent by his rich Spouſe, 
was grown ſo weary of her Indolence, that 
he ſought Diverſion and Refreſhment elſe- 
where. He had often before experienced the 
charming Agility of the Talian Ladies; "_ | 

| ore 
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fore thought none could be more worthy of 
his engaging with than the celebrated Caſſan- 
Sa. She, on her ſide, thought him a Lover 
of. too much Worth and Intereſt to be de- 
ſpiſed, though ſhe' might have no great Af- 
feEtion for the Charms of his Perſon. In a 
word, he purſued his Addreſſes to her, and 
the feemed to incline a favourable Ear, in 
order to draw him on to make her the more 


acceptable Propoſals. 


However, it unfortunately happened, that 
the News of Monarchus having taken a fancy 
to one of the Ladies of the n Stage, 
teached his Ears, before he was acquainted 
of the right Perſon ; his Informer having 
aſſured him, it was his beloved Caſſandra that 
had fired the Heart of Monarchus: and, as a 
Tale always gains by carrying, added more- 
over this diſagreeable Circumſtance, That ſhe 
did not feem in the leaft to diſcourage his 
Paſſion, but was rather grown exceeding vain 
upon it. This Circumftance, though with- 
out the leaſt Foundation, highly excited the 
Indignation of Pyropus : he waited with Im- 
patience till the time of viſiting Caſſandra on 
the Stage came on; and it was not without 
much Difficulty that he could reſtrain him- 
elf from paying her a Viſit at her Lodgings, 
on this Occaſion: but, as he thought it would

of him, he choſe to avoid it, and wait for an 
Interview with her the next time ſhe l 
in publick. 


His 1 —pðp has too Ld the Ear- 
neſtneſs, Power, and Authority of his una- 
gined Rival, to entertain the leaſt Hopes of 

any Advantage i in oppoſing him. He there- 
5 — gave himſelf up to all the Rage of a de- 
ſpairing and ſlighted Lover: and no ſooner 

had he an Opportunity of coming at the 
Speech of Chanda! in private, than he be- 
gan to entertain her with many forced Com- 

liments on the Power of her Charms, and 

me inſidious Flattery on her having at- 
tracted the Heart of Monarchus: nor could 
he ſo far diſguiſe. the Uneaſineſs that it gave 
him, as to omit reviling her with flighting 
his Love, who had hitherto paid the greateſt 
Complaiſance and Reſpect to her Deſires on 
| every Occaſion. As this was new to the 
Ears of Caſſandra, ſo it ſtruck her with much 
Amazement : Nor did ſhe in the leaſt give 


credit to it ; but only thought .it a mean ab- "Ih 


terfuge of Pyropus, to diſengage himſelf from 
her, under this falſe Pretext, This occa- 
fioned high Words on both ſides; till, at 
laſt, the Uſage of Pyropus put the Theatrick 
Heroine in fuch a Rage, that, no longer 
able to contain herſelf, fe fiew at him, and

returned his Upbraidings ſo ſeverely with her 
Hands and Nails, as made his Ears tingle, 
and left ſignal Marks of her Diſpleaſure on 
his Cheeks. The Fury of the Heroine's firſt 
Onſet ſhook the Apartment, in which the 
Encounter happened, fo violently, as ſoon 
brought ſome of the impending Candles which 


illuminated the Room, proſtrate at her Feet; 


one of which being unextinguiſhed by the 
Fall, unperceivedly fired her Train : ſhe, 


finding herſelf almoſt ſurrounded in a Blaze, 
immediately alarmed the Houſe with her 


Screams ; when the Scene-Drawers and Can- 
dle-Snuffers, running to her Aſſiſtance, put 
out the Flames, and ſoon reſcued her from 


her Danger: but ſhe was obliged to put on 


another Robe to finiſh her Night's Perfor- 
mance in. Pyropus took this diſaſtrous 


portunity of withdrawing himſelf, but was 


remarked to be in great Confuſion. Caſſan- 
dra, to diſguiſe the Matter, blamed the Set-

cation of themſelyes, did not ſcruple to di-

Caſſandra called out. In a word, the Ma- 
nagers ſoon got ſcent of the Matter; and it 
-was not long before it became the Diſcourſe 
of the whole Town. But I muſt do Pyropus 
that Juſtice, as to acquaint you, that, on

ter wards made great Submiſſions to Caſſandra;

\ You may be well aſſured, that upon this 
Occaſion, he did not eſcape the uſual railing; 
of the Tea- Tables; and his new Miſtreis- 
was ſoon took to-pieces, and pretty ſeverely 
handled by the Britiſb Ladies, who were ex- 
deedingly provoked on ſeeing foreign Beauties 

continually preferred before them, Some ral- 
lied, on Monarchus's having lately cut a Colt's 
Tooth ; others bantered him, on growing 
young again; and moſt railed at him, as an 
unfit Companion for a young Bedfellow :;=— 
To mend all, the News of this: Aﬀair, ei- 
ther through Friendſhip or Envy, got to tha 
Ears of Garanonia, She was no ſooner ap- 
prized of it, than, in a. violent Rage, ſhe 
flew to the Apartment of Monarchus ; and 
meeting with him alone, upbraided him in 
the moſt bitter and opprobrious Terms with 
his injurious Treatment of her. He, no 
longer able to diſguiſe the Want of his for- 
mer Affection for her, much provoked at 
her coming to the Knowledge of the Affair, 
and more vexed at the lingering Diſappoint- 
2 WT ments 
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menrs that had all along attended the Coutſe 
of his Amour, was ſo incenſed, that —=_y 
no longer Command over himſelf, or his Pai 
ſion, nor any Regard to her Perſon or Sex, 
he returned her Vollies of Upbraidings ' with 
ſach ſmart Blows, as ſoon forced her to quit 
the Chamber. Some relate, that there was 
a ſmart Battle between them; which began 
like moſt other Engagements, with a general 
Diſcharge of both great and ſmall Artillery; 
ſuch as Chairs, Stools, Sconces, Glaſſes; and 
other Utenſils, till both Parties came to cloſe 
Quarters ;* when a ſharp and bloody Ren- 
counter enſued, to the great Deſtruction of 
Hat, Peruke, Coif, Caps, and Ribbands.

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Odium and Obloquy upon thoſe, with whom 
he had engaged in State-Affairs. Neither his 
Wit, nor hiloſophy, was able to withſtand 
the Powe! of Love; and in this, as. well as 
in moſt other of his Actions, de has ſnewn 
himſelf a true Briton; as no People are 

more addicted to facrifice their Intereſt, 
Fame, or Reputation, to the Indulgency of 
their Paſſions, or a Gratification of their 
moſt ſenſual Appetites: : which Weakneſs, 
or rather evil Habit, is fo prevalent over 
all Ranks of People, as to ſubject, not only
